4. The terminal disclaimer filed on 7/28/1 1 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 

1 1/988290, 12/308943, 12/31 1660 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a polymer B, 
an epoxy modified polyurethane, as recited in the independent claims 1 and 24, having 
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the structure of formula (I), IV and V, formed from a prepolymer of formula III by reacting 
an isocyanate-reactive polymer and a phenol from the list therein is not suggested or 
disclosed by the prior art. Closest prior art includes Lu who, after amendment, does not 
meet the phenol requirements of the instant claims. Sawada US 2002/0061970 is 
pertinent art drawn towards the use of bisphenol A as a phenol in epoxy modified 
polyurethanes, however bisphenol A is no longer in the claims.
